Jacques d’Amboise (Founder & Artistic 
Director of NDI) wasa principal dancer with 
the New York City Ballet 
for 32 years and is widely 
recognized as one of the 
finest ballet dancers of our 
time. He has appeared in 
numerous films, includ- 
ing Seven Brides for 
Seven Brothers, Carousel, 
Off Beat, and the 1984 
r Academy Award-win- 
ning He Makes Me Feel Like Dancin’, which 
documented his work with NDI. He has 
also served as dean of dance at SUNY, Pur- 
chase and as an associate professor at U.C. 
Santa Barbara. For his efforts to bring qual- 
ity arts education into the mainstream of 
the education process, Mr. d'Amboise has 
been honored with numerous awards, in- 
cluding seven honorary doctoral degrees, 
the 1990 MacArthur Fellowship, the Paul 
Robeson Award for Excellence in the Field 
of the Humanities and The 1993 Award for 
Distinguished Service to the Arts from the 
American Academy of Arts and Letters.

His celebrated 1987 
Whitney Museum exhibition included three- 
dimensional streetscapes of Manhattan and 
a sprawling walk-through subway car. The 
Pennsylvania Academy of Arts organized a 
retrospective of his work from 1957-1985, 
which traveled to MOCA in Los Angeles 
and the Tennessee State Museum in Nash- 
ville. He recently showed several Ruckus 
Manhattan and other “sculpto-picto-ramas” 
at Grand Central Terminal and currently 
has a retrospective touring 5 cities in Japan.

Christopher d’Amboise (Composer) was 
a principal dancer with the New York City 
Ballet, co-starred on Broadway with 
Bernadette Peters in Song and Dance, 
founded the Off Center Ballet Company, 
and is currently the artistic director of the 
Pennsylvania Ballet. He originated the role 
of Legs Diamond in the first NDI produc- 
tion of Fat City at New York’s Felt Forum in 
1982. 


George Balanchine (Composer) was the 
founder and artistic director of New York 
City Ballet and is considered to be one of the 
greatest choreographers of this century. 


Martin Charnin (Composer) is the ac- 
claimed creator of numerous musical pro- 
ductions, including Annie and Annie 
Warbucks. 


Judy Collins (Composer) is a writer, film 
director, lyricist, composer, and a singer of 
legendary popularity and acclaim. 

Lee Norris (Composer), an esteemed com- 
poser and lyricist, is a charter member of 
the NDI family. He orchestrated the origi- 
nal production of Fat City for NDI’s 1982 
Event of the Year at New York’s Felt Forum. 


Arthur Schwartz (Composer) wasa popu- 
lar songwriter who numbered among his 
hits That’s Entertainment and Dancing in 
the Dark. 

Andrea Gibbs (Costume Designer) hasbeen 
involved with NDI for three years. She has 
designed, built, and supervised costumes 
for thousands of dancing children perform- 
ing in numerous special events and pro- 
jects, including NDI summer institutes, na- 
tional residencies, and Phil Donahue’s 25th 
Anniversary Special. Ms. Gibbs has also 
designed for the Cocteau Repertory The- 
ater in New York City and currently works 
with VH-1. 

Judith Lundburg (Costumer) received her 
M.F.A. in costume design from Boston Uni- 


versity in 1993 before her recent relocation 
to NYC. Ms. Lundberg's professional cred- 
its include costume design for Henry IV, 
Part 1 for American Players Theatre last 
summer and work with The Utah 
Shakespeare Festival, Pioneer Theatre Co., 
Santa Fe Opera, Huntington Theatre in Bos- 
ton, and American Repertory Theatre in 
Cambridge. 


Kathy Kaufmann (Lighting Designer) has 
worked ina variety of theatrical and dance 
venues including The Joyce Theatre, BAM, 
DIA, St. Mark’s Church and Jacob’s Pillow.

Kay Gayner (Narrator/Solo Vocalist) has 
worked with NDI on innumerable projects 
in recent years and is “a devoted fan” of the 
program. She toured with the national com- 
pany of A Chorus Line, appearing as Deanna 
Morales, and her New York credits include 
White Water at the Performing Garage, West 
Side Story and Christmas with Peanut and 
Fran at Playwrights Horizons, The Richard 
Foreman Trilogy, Gorgeous Mosaicat Circle 
Rep, and her original cabaret act, Slumber 
Party, at Don’t Tell Mama. Last fall Ms.
